by facts. The emperor of France, with a 
standing army of four hundred thousand men, 
—more than we now have in the field,—with 
infinite quantities of munitions of war and 
tried and loyal officers on land and sea, was 
six months preparing to enter upon his Ital- 
taliun campaign which lasted but six weeks. 
On the 14th of last April, two days after 
Sum ter was taken, when the President issu- 
ed his call for volunteers to protect the Capi- 
ta!, there were but about twenty thousand 
men under arms, scattered over the western!

How can it be quiet, seeing the Lord 
hath given ita charge against Askelon, and 
against the sea shore? there hath he appoint- 
ed it.” Jeremiah 47th Chapt., 6th and 7th

The text was appropiate to the present time. 
We desire peace, but how can we have it, 
until certain great fundamental principles at 
issue in this contest are established perma- 
nently in this nation, The horrors of war, 
its demoralizing powers were vividly portray- 
ed. War has been styled the grand impover- 
isher of the world. Poor Virginia, the mother 
of States and statesmen how have her fair 
fields been devastated. ‘The reverend gentle- 
man proceeded to consider the question, 
Has the sword a mission in the destiny of the 
world? He argued that it had, first because 
wars are sometimes unavoidable. It was 
owing to the disposition of the strong Al 
tyranise oyer the weak. It was illustrated in 
the Revolutionary War and in that of the 
Italians. The law of self-defence in nations 
as in individuals makes it our solemn duty at 
certain times to defend the right at the sacrifice 
of blood if need be. A man hasa right to 
be a man, and assert his inalienable rights. 
War has its justification in the stern necessity 
of self-defence, Do any ask for my authority 
in Scripture for such a doctrine? I refer them 
to the first Chapter in Genesis where it is re- 
corded that God created man in his own 
image. Loyalty to the Government was a 
sacred duty, andhe who was not true and 
faithful in this respect, was no better than 
Judas Iscariot, Secondly—Wars are instru- |

ments for carrying out the designs of God. 
They have been the great civilizer. Those of 
China, Syria and other nations were mention- 
ed as illustrations of this truth.

Un Friday evening, Sept. 27, a political 
naucus was held at the Selectmen's room in 
this place, to choose delegates to the Repub- 
lican Convention to be holden at Worcester.

The call for the caucus invited all to attend 
who were in favor of sustaining the admin- 
istration in its efforts to maintain the govern- 
ment; or in sentiments near that. As much 
ng to say, all who are in favor of sustaining 
Republican rule, are invited to meet with the 
Republicans in caucus and elect delegates to 
a Republican Convention. Very many will 
do their utmost to sustain the government in 
its present struggle for existence, who will 
beg to be excused from acting under Repub- 
lican dictation; and the Committee who 
issued the call must have underrated the 
common sense and discretion of the commu- 
nity, if they supposed that any beside their 
own party would give heed to it. 

But to go farther back. The Democratic 
party have lately held a Convention, They 
had reasons for wishing to get tegether and 
hold together. The call for delegates was 
plain and unmistakable—they were to be of 
the Democratic party. Thus far no one can 
complain. Some of their most distinguished 
members did, however, recommend most 
earnestly that they should refrain from mak- 
ing any State nominations, and wave all 
party action and issues, for the greater good 
of the country in its present awful crisis, 
In this very many others of the party heartily 
concurred; and multitudes not of the party, 
with no selfish, but purely patriotic feelings 
did ardently desire such a result. 

The Republicans have also held their Con- 
vention. ‘Ihe call for delegates inviting 
such as would sustain the government, they 
assume to think, was liberal and sufficient, 
and ought to have satisfied all and have se- 
cured a free attendance from members of 
other partics. It can, however, hardly be 
supposed that they really expected any other 
result than that which occurred. They met, 
had things their own way, nominated a Re- 
publican ticket, adding to it one Democrat 
and one Union man—with what motive and 
for what purpose, each will judge for himself. 
They call ita great act of magnanimity, a 
sacrificing of party interests for the public 
good. Credat Judaeus ! We do not thus read 
human nature. Why did they not begin 
and carry their dfsinterestedness through ? 
Why not start on unpartizan ground—unite 
with others in calling a citizens’ convention, 
and wave all party issues? The strengthen- 
ing of the government required it, and the 
good of the country required it, The deter- 
mination that the Convention should be called 
by them, and should be under their control 
is evidence sufficient that the rulers of the 
Republican party have no intention of giving 
up the prestige and power of their position ; 
and they have no idea that the nomination of 
one Democrat and one Union man on their 
ticket will in any degree weaken their power. 
Here too in our town, provision is made for 
the County and Councillor and Senatorial 
Conventions, thus securing the consolidation 
and permanence of Republican rule. Under 
mere ordinary circumstances, all this would 
be no cause of complaint. It would amuse. 
But we are inserious times, when love of 
party, love of power, love of office, and it 
may be added love of self ought all to give 
way to a deep and constraining love of our 


country; when every hand should be united | 


in earnest, self-sacrificing efforts for not mere- 
ly the good, but the very existence of our 
national government. It is time and the 
time to do away with ‘Town, County, State 
and National parties. Let all caucuses and 
conventions be citizens’ meetings, and let our 
firet, middle and last concern be for our 
country, The time will come when party 
issues may again be wholesome and requisite, 
but the time is not yet.

SOUTH READING. 
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Horticutturat Exuipirions.—Much be- 
side the extended reports of the Horticul- 
tural exhibitions recently held in town might 
be said, and would have been said, but for 
the appearance of self glorification in the 
view of those who might feel but little interest 
in so much of one thing in any one department 
of the Journal. It is a fact however, that 
small means from comparatively insignificant 
sources will stir up ripples on the sea of 
thought and improvement, producing circles 
which become large and effective. ‘he Hor- 
ticultural Society in this place required a 
great deal of urging before it obtained a real 
existence; for the inquiry was made, ‘* What 
can a small town like this do in the way of 
frequent exhibitions?” But the principle 
was adopted that seldom is anything impor- 
tant accomplished without an effort. The 
effort was put forth in the right direction and 
proved successful. At the beginning of the 
enterprise some of its friends had hardly 
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hope enough to attend the first exhibition, 
though they had contributed to it, until in- 
duced to do so by others who had already 
witnessed it. The experiment of one season 
has given entire satisfaction, though the good 
results will be more fully felt in the future. 
The last Fair was a full justification of the 
remaks made in the Journal a few weeks ago, 
to the effect that the County exhibitions were 
too distant from each other to accomplish all 
that was desired. And here is the illustra- 
tion. So far as we are aware only one indi- 
vidual from this town contributed to the 
County Fairs, mainly on account of the dis- 
tance. And yet it is conceded by all who at- 
tended the County Fairs and our town Fair 
on Oct, 2d, that the display in some depart- 
ments of our exhibition far excelled that at 
Concord or Lowell. ‘This was particularly 
the case in the floral and fruit departments, 
The apples, pears and grapes contributed by 
ourown town, to say nothing of valuable 
contributions by others, exceeded in variety 
those at the County exhibitions. In fact, a 
gentleman who was present, and who had 
attended all the Fairs in the vicinity of Bos- 
ton for the season, remarked to one of the 
members, that for taste and beauty he had 
not seen its equal, By these remarks it is not 
intended to claim the precedence for South 
Reading over her neighbors, but to show 
that there are elements and resources ina 
single town to accomplish more than is ac- 
complished by many prosperous towns com- 
bined, From what we have seen of the re- 
sources of Woburn, Reading, Stoneham, &c., 
each of these towns might do as much as we 
have yet been able to do, and perhaps more, 
If any desire to make the trial now is the 
time for preparation—to select the seeds and 
lay plans for the spring. We have a well 
selected library connected with our Society 
which should be studied during the winter 
evenings to obtain information on those sub- 
jects aud those points, where information is 
most needed, 


Winter is a good time to form 
such associations, collect libraries, &c. In- 
terest and union of etfurt will accomplish the 
object. We had intended to close this article 
by suggesting the idea of the union of several 
towns fora more extended exhibition an- 
nually, including the cattle show, in addition 
to the already established County Fairs. 
But we forbear for this time.

applied to the secret intrigues and private 
bargainings of interested people in any pur- 
suit or department of business, for the accom- 
plishment of objects which they could not 
expect to bring about by open and honorable 
measures, They are especially applicable 
however, to the acts of unscrupulous politi- 
cians, * 

And now that the annual election of pub- 
lic officers is at hand, it becomes the people 
to see to it that they are not overreached and 
their wishes thwarted by the unveen but cun- 
ning performers behind the scenes, and the 
honest and unsophisticated voters unduly in- 
fluenced and blinded by * truck and dicker,”’ 


We believe the great mass of the people! 


have no idea of the sly strategy, maneuver- 
ing, bartering and bribery, in respect to pub- 
lic offices, which are carried on in their midst, 
by which their wishes are forestalled and pre- 
vented, and they themselves made to aid in 
nominating and electing men not of their 
choice, 

We have frequently heard it said in refer- 
ence to candidates who received nominations, 
«How strange that such men should be se- 
lected, when there are others, who are far 
abler and better!’’ Just step with us behind 
the curtains, (we have been there), and we 
will show you how it is. There is to bea 
caucus for town officers; a man, totally unfit 
perhaps, wishes to secure the place of town 
clerk; he looks around and sees one man, 
who, as he thinks, would like to be a select- 
man, another an assessor, another a consta- 
ble, but men whom the people would never 
think of as the most suitable, and he says to 
them, ‘a new ticket has been got up for 
town oflicers, you are all on it, but do jnot 
say anything aboutit, but be sure and be 
early at the caucus; ”’ this he and cthers say 
to all those who are in the secret, but to no 
others. Then an arrangement is made, by | 
promise of some benefit, with some bold, 
atentorian tongued person, to nominate for a 
chairman of the caucus, some individual who’ 
is pledged to appoint on all committees, the 
right surt of men, so that this previously pre- 
pared and secretly and cunningly arranged 
ticket is pretty sure to go; for to these 
town caucuses very few of the voters go, and 
a majority of these are frequently office seek- 
ers, But most generally nominations thus 
made are finally successful, because they are 
regular, and come in due form, 

If delegates are to be chosen ¢o attend a dis- 
trict or county convention, the same secret 
preliininary arrangements are made; and 
then a list of delegates, perfectly unexcep- | 
tionable, composed of good men, known not 
to be intriguing politicians, will be brought 
forward and elected, and then a vote passed | 
authorizing each delegate to appoint a substi- | 
tute; and the result perhaps will show that 
not one of these chosen will go to the con- | 
vention, but other will seek and obtain the 
substitution, whom the people would be very 
slow to choose. Not long since, just after 
the adjournment of a town caucus, a person 
chosen asa delegate, said to another who 
was chairman of a nominating committee, 
«Why did you name me for a delegate, you 
know I never desire any such appointment? "’ | 
“I did not suppose you did,’’ was the reply, | 
“but IT intend to go in your stead.’’ ‘Lhe 
same individual had already managed to get 


himself appointed a member of one or more 
of other delegations at the same meeting. | 

We do not object to fair and properly con- 
ducted caucuses,—we suppose they are ne- 
cessary in order to concentrate public opinion, 
We do not object to legitimate and honorable 
log-rolling, or to uncovered 
pulling. We complain not that the people of 
one section of a district, by an open arrange- 
ment with those of another section, agree to 


open, wire- 


support their good men for one set of offices, 
in consideration of receiving in return their 
support for other good men for another set 
of offices; or, that the really good qualities 
and the real deficiencies of all the candidates 
should be fairly and publicly stated, exposed 
and discussed. But we do complain of that 
secret, mercenary and corrupt bargaining and 
bribery by which unprincipled, incompetent 
and bad men, mere demagogues, are enabled 
to buy and sell and hold the sacred trusts of 
public office;—we would expose and con- 
demn that vile custom now so prevalent, by 
which, through secret emissaries, the char- 
acters of good candidates are maligned, their 
principles misrepresented, and their abilities 
undervalucd, and men of bad character and 
bad principles are foisted into the high places 
of trust and power, As the time for filling 
some of the most important of these public 
offices is close at hand, and as the present is 
a time when it is of momentous consequence 
that our strongest, our truest, and our best 
citizens should occupy these places, it be- 
hooves the people to see to it that this work 
To this end let all the people 
is’tend the preliminary caucuses, and not only 
choose the right sort of men for delegates, 
but take care that such men accept the trust; 
and if, after all, they shall find thatin the 
matters of nominations, they have been out- 
generalled by the wily tricks of the pipe-lay-

in exciting portrayals of treason, unheard of 
prodigies and adventures which, as Irving 
gays, like cayenne in cookery, give a pun- 
gency to historic details. So great hax be- 
come the demand for this kind of reading, 
that the historian, to be admired, must give 
to his species a kind of “ Newgate calendar,” 
a record of the miseries that man has brought 
upon djs fellow beings. Monuments have 
been erected to the infamy of mankind, of 
yolumes heralding the deeds of tyrants, rob- 
bers, conquerors, who hyye won the empty 
appellation of great,” not because they have 


espoused their assailed country’s cause, or! 


ehed their blood in defence of the innocent 
and defenceless, but simply to gain the credit 
of being expert murderers of their brother 
worms. We are not about to gratify this 
raving for mental excitement by depicting 
the desolation and heart revolting agonies of 
lost battle fields, nor the awful spectacle of 
cities, towns and villages smoking in their 
ruin, nor docs some grim monster, whose acts 
hhave heen scourges to the world, form the 
theme for present consideration, Lizurrenantr 
GeNenaL Winrietp Scorr, we are proud to 
bail as the heroic defender of republican in- 
étitutions and an exemplary patriot, whose 
present reward is the love and gratitude of 
all who look with pride and affection upon 
our “own, our native land.’’ He was born 
on the 13th of June, 1786, and is consequent- 
ly in his seventy-sixth year. He is of Scot- 
fish lineage, and his grandfather's elder 
brother was killed on the field of Culluden. 
He finished his collegiate and law studics at 
the early age of 20,—his professional studies 
occupying only three years,—and in 1806 
commenced the practice of law in his native 
State, 
with his Scoét-ish ambition, he removed to 
Charleston, 8. C., but failing to establish 
himself here, he returned to Virginia. In

1808, he obtained a commission in the United | 


States Army, with the rank of Captain of ar- 
tilery. During this year Louisiana was 
purchased of France, and Scott was ordered 
there to aid in protecting that State against 
the aggressions of Great Britain, From this 
time forward we find his life a serjes of peri- 
lous adventures.

blood to boil, At the close of his career in| 
the land of the Montezumas he was made 
Lieutenant General of the entire army of the 
United States. 

Since the breaking out of the rebellion} 
Scott has been the master genius of our army, | 
and the old veteran has showed unparalleled | 
devotion to our cause and most valiantly la- 
bored to strike a withering blow to the many 
headed monster that menaces us, but con- 
scious of his country’s need of a man enjoy- 
ing the full faculties of both body and mind 
and suffering from his infirmities induced by 
his campaigns, he has willingly sacrificed as- 
sociations so dear to him, and on the first of 
November—in accordance with his own re- 
quest—was placed upon the list of * retired 
military officers,’’ with no reduction in pay 
or allowances. His parting with President 
Lincoln and the Cabinet bespoke how dearly 
he prized the companionsip and prosperity of 
those in whose hands we have placed our 
holy cause. Accompanied by his staff of- 
cers, he has left Washington which he may 
never see again, and retired tq New York. 
Thus has ended a military career whose star 
sinks unclouded and whose reflected light 
shall linger with us long after its setting to 
guide his countrymen to glory and to victo- 
ry. May his remaining days know no cloud 
of sadness or tear of mournful grief for his 
country’s downfall, but may his last fond 
gaze rest upon a land indissolubly united, 
prosperous, and happy. May his sufferings 
be alleviated by the suothing hand of his lov- 
ing and grateful countrymen, His depart- 
ure from this world will be an occasion of 
sacred sorrow, His noblest monument, a 
nation’s gratitude, is already imperishably 
erected in every brave heart that beats strong 
and true to the honor of our stars and stripes. 
Noble Patriot! When he meets his last 
dread enemy death, in deadly conflict, may 
the same omnipotent arm defend him that 
has sustained him on many a red field of 
slaughter ; may he there, too, gain the victo- 
ry over his adversary and in everlasting tri- 
umph repose in the bosom of his ‘ Father 
and his God.”

The first letter 
was dated Ifall’s Till, Va., Nov. 1st+ 


«This morning, Novy. Ist, is delightful; it 
looks more like August than November, 
The nights and mornings are rather cool, but 
when the glorious orb of day is up in all its 
splendor, the sharp morning sir gives way 
and all is lovely, ‘Those of us who are in the 
| habit of washing before breakfast, are obliged 
to go about an eighth of a mile to bathe, in 
the rear of theencampment. Some mornings 
the ground is entirely white with frost, and 
the tall grass, which reaches nearly up to my 
| shoulders, makes a fine appearance. Flowers 
are to be found on the margin of little streams 
in Nov. Three of us generally bathe ina 
stream discovered by Sergt. Josiah Stratton 
of Winchester, sol have named it * Stratton 
Run.” It isa beautiful stream of running 
water, clear as crystal, and in its course 
| forms nearly an island. In the centre stands 
a beautiful weeping willow, which bends 
gracefully over the stream, but Jack Frost is 
commencing his work and the leaves begin to 
| fall. 

The boys are all well and in good spirits, 
and enjoy themselves much. Wednesday 
morning the order was given * fall in pic- 
kets.""

work, patience to wait, and self-denial to! petuate the cause of all this contest. If

The news which was scattered with the ve- 
locity of lightning-from one end of the coun- 
try to the other, last Monday morning, creat- 
ed a profound sensation, yet it did not last 
long. Wall and State streets exhibited fe- 
verish symptoms, and from the bulls and 
bears of these localities the people caught 
much of their excitement. In Washington 
the news was received calmly among officials. 
After the first thrill had passed over, both 
the people and the press began to Icok the 
matter squarely in the face and to discuss its 
varied bearings in a rational mood. The 
universal decision arrived at, was, that the 
subject, when it become a matter for decision 
between the government of this country and 
that of Great Britain, should be met prompt- 
ly and fairly, and that nothing of an unfair 
nature could be tolerated for a moment. 
‘The sendition of Mason and Slidell was look- 
ed upon by very many, as simply out of the 
question, and that where we now had but 
one bond upon them we should have two, in 


order that their security might be made | 


doubly sure tous. The roar of the British 
press was returned with interest, in short we 
atood upon our dignity fearlessly and unawed. 

In calculating our chances, should we be- 
come embroiled with England, we must not 
overlook some very prominent facts. In the 
first place we must candidly look at our 
strength, both on sea and land, neither flat- 
tering nor underrating it. A navy cannot 
be built or manned in a day, nor in a year. 
Neither can an army of men be turned into 
an army of soldiers in the twinkling of an 
eye. But on the other hand it takes much 
precious time to do each one of these things, 
and in.measuring swords with England we 
must consider that England’is prepared in all 
these things and ready to strike a heavy biow 
atany moment. ‘The two hundred and odd 
vessels mentioned in Secretary Welles’ report, 
as belonging to our navy, must not be rated 
as efficient war vessels, many of them being 
only transports, ‘lhe number of ships capa- 
ble of mecting those of Great Britain, does 
not exceed twenty-five, as the whole number 
in our navy, at the breaking out of the re- 
bellion, did not exceed forty-five; and since 
then we have added very few thut can be 
classed as men-of-war and capable of doing 
the duty required of such ships. And it 
must also be remembered that a large propor- 
tion of these forty-five ships, have as much 


work on their hands as they can attend to in} 


making the blockade effective, and in pro- 
tecting our commerce from the inroads of 
Southern pisates. If England is bent on go- 
ing to war with us, she will commence with- 
out delay, and will first seek out our most 
vulnerable points and attack us there. These 
points she can easily find anywhere along 
our seaboard, 
in Boston harbor, or in New York harbor, or 
in any other of our harbors, to repel the at- 
tack of a powerful British fleet? Why al- 
most none. The apathy that has stolen over 
us from «» peace of fifty years, has rendered us 
defenceiess and open to attack from any 
selfish nation that might see fit to take ad- 
vantage of us while engaged in crushing the 
meanest and most hypocritical rebellion that 
has ever disgraced man since the breath of 
life first entered his body. Another of our 
weak points would consist in the blockade 


which we have established over the Southern | 
This would also receive early atven- | 


ports, 
tion fram the enemy's fleet, which would be 
the means of breaking it up and at onco giy- 


ing such aid to the rebels as they most need | 


for the successful prosecution of their flend- 
ish work. 

Neither must we consider the half million 
of men which Secretary Cameron told us had 
been unrolled for the defence of the Union, 
as soldiers capable of conducting offensive 
operations. Many of these men have not 
yet graduated from the position of raw re- 
cruits, yet they possess that which is 
eapable of transforming them into the very 
best soldiers in the world,—if we except an 
antipathy which Americans have io becoming 
soldiers,—not even excepting the vivacious 
French. Yet to make them such will require 
along time and much active service in the 
field, and a closer attention to drill and dis- 
cipline than they have yet given.

This has often been called a degenerate | 
age. Little if any of the spirit of self-denial | 
and self-sacrifice which our fathers exhibited 
has been supposed to have descended to their 
children, The disgraceful subserviency of 
many of our northern presses and party 
leaders to the most humiliating exactionts of| 
the slave-power—a subserviency which seem- | 
ed never to have heard either of principle or| 
self-respect—has diffused through the South | 
the contempt so widely felt for the North, 
and the confidence they have had in the suc- | 
cess of their rebellion; while at the same! 
time it has filled many a patriot’s heart with! 
a sad distrust of our public virtue, and the| 
most gloomy fears for our country’s future. 
Not simply because of such shameless des- 
titution of principle in the politicians them-| 
selves, viewed asindividuals, but because they | 
are so generally mere party thermometers, | 
indicating the moral temperature of the party | 
to which they belong. And when time after 
time it was apparently proved in many of our 
T’ree States, that fidelity to Freedom was no 
requisite to political success ; and treachery to 
pledges and to_pringiple was no impediment to | 
him who was sufficiently servile to party be- 
hests ; it seemed as if there was indeed rea-| 
son to fear that the people had to a deplora- 
ble extent come to think more of the triumph 
of party than the triumph of principle. Aud 
when the Southern representatives contempt- | 
uously branded the inhabitants of the Free) 
States as pre-eminently selfish and mercenary, | 
intent upon nothing so much as the acquisi-| 
tion of money and willing te submit to any 
dishonor that would not interfere with their 
gains, many a Northern man felt, that how- 
ever exaggerated such taunts might be by 
ignorance and prejudice, there was yet up- 
parently far more ground for them than any | 
lover of his country would wish to acknowl- 
edge. Andit was not the South alone that} 


| rated the patriotism of the North so low; but 
| the very men whom the North had sent to 


Washington to represent its public sentiment, | 
were in many instances openly in league with | 
the South, When this iniquitous rebellion 


| Was preparing to clutch with its bloody hand} 
| at ‘the nation’s life, and the question arose in 


Congress whether it should be encouraged by 
some suicidal compromise, or crushed be- 
neath the heel of an outraged and indignagt 
justice, one of the Senators trom N, Jersey is 
reported to have affirmed in open senate, 
that ‘for every regiment raised at the North | 
to march against the South, twu would be} 
raised to keep it at home.’ One of the most} 
prominent and influential politicians of New 
YorMlis snid to have pledged co the leaders of | 
the rebellion, the acquiescence, if not the ac- | 
tive co-operation of the Empire State in 
their nefarious scheme. And Senator Hun- 
ter of Virginia in attempting to show the im- 
possibility of suppressing the rebellion by 
force said that ‘it would require a hundred 
thousand men and a hundred millions of| 
money; an amount of men and means which | 
the government could not possibly command 
even for half a year.’" 

I mention these things (and many more, 
like them might be added) to show what 
ideas were entertained by prominent poli- 
ticians who might be supposed to be best ac- | 
quainted with the people, in regard to the} 
patriotism of the Free States. It was such 
assurances as these, confidently given by) 
those who were thought best qualified to 
speak, which so strengthened the hearts of} 
the rebels, and Jed them on in the firm belief} 
that no serious opposition would be made to} 
their plans. They were assured that the} 
North would be divided, and so constrained 
by dissensions at home to acquiesce in what- | 
ever course the South might see fit to pursue, | 

But how wonderfully, how gloriously have 
such expectations been disappointed, ‘That 
attack upon Fort Sumter startled the nation |

And sucha magnificent outburst of pat- 
riotic devdtion has not been merely revealed, 
it has greatly increased the strength of the 
nation. It has bound our loyal States to | 
gether more closely than ever before. It has/ 
given us a new confidence in our Republican 
institutions, It has shown that in any such | 
great crisis the people ean be trusted; that be- | 
low all selfishness of party and the rancor of

party-strife thereis in the hearts of the people 
a true and earnest patriotism. It has made} 
us more gratefully proud of our native land | 
than ever before, and more ready to do or to} 
suffer for her prosperity. It has called off 
our minds from a dwarfing devotion to mate- | 
rial things, and taught us something of the 

greatness of self-sacrifice for a noble end, It} 
has given a more exalted aim to our national 

aspirations,and a deeper earnestness to our na- 

tional life. And so both by what it has re- 

vealed, and by what it has done, this wicked 

rebellion, though originating in the enraged 

ambition of disappointed politicians, and to 

be penitently recognized by us as a national 

retribution from Him who often uses the 

wickedness of man as his scourge; this wick- 

ed rebellion has already accomplished so 

much of good for the nation that most appro- 

priately may we sing to-day the glad strain | 
of the Psalmist, *‘ Let Mount Zion rejoice, 

let the daughters of Judah be glad because 

of thy judgments.” 

But again. A second benefit which the 
war has conferred upon us is that it Aas great- 
ly advanced and intensified the anti-slavery sen- 
timent of the land. 

Slavery has been pre-eminently the one 
great curse of our nation. It has beena dis- 
case at our vitals, eating away our strength 
and seriously threatening our national life. | 
For it is utterly at war with the whole spirit 
of our institutions. Republicanism teaches 
civil equality of all men, proclaiming to the 
world ** All men are created equal."’ Slavery 
scornfully denies it, scouting and ridiculingthis 
first truth of Republicanism upon the very floor 
of our national Senate ; Republicanism Lonors 
labor, receiving the Creator’s command, * Six 
days shalt thou labor,” as given for the high- 
est happiness and welfare of man. Slavery 
degrades all physical toil, making the labor- 
ing class a servile class and branding the 
work of the husbandman and mechanic as a 
disgrace to any butaslave, Republicanism 
is the mortal foe of aristocracy. Slavery is 
simply aristocracy intensified. And so on 
all the questions which lie at the very foun- 
dation of society, Republicanism and Slavery 
are as directly hostile as light and darkness, 
health and disease. There is an irreconcila- 
ble, a necessary antagonism between them, 
so that one or the other must secure its own 
life by the other's death. For the last thirty | 
years the profitableness of cotton-culture has | 
so strengthened the system of slavery in our | 
land that ‘t has almost seemed as if, like the} 
leun kine of Pharaoh's vision, it was des- 
tined to devour our Republicanism and trans- 
form our entire nation into one great slave- 
holding oligarchy, And whether it shall be 
so or not is the great question which under- | 
lies this rebellion, ‘The war is a strife be- 
tween two ideas, Freedom and Slavery, each 
struggling to give itself expression and per- 
manence in an established nationality. And 
the issue of the contest is inevitably the tri- 
umph of Slavery and the overthrow of Free- 
dom, or the triumph of Freedom and the 
destruction of Slavery. The very structure 
of our land forbids the expectation of any 
peaceful establishment within our borders 
of two nations, one built on hnman freedom 
and the other on human oppression, The 
Creator himself has tied the North and the 
South together by chains of mountains and 
navigable rivers—bonds which the leaders of | 
this rebellion will find it more difficult to

mons were not only preached, but published 
and scattered far and wide under the noliti- 
cian.’ frank, the object of which was to show, 
or if not openly to prove, at least to lead 
their readers to feel, that this ‘* peculiar in- 
stitution of Satan is countenanced and jus- 
tifled by the Bible. Indeedsit nimost seemed 
sometimes as if the nation in their proud dis- 
regard of God was to be given up by him to 
believe a lie and so bring upon themselves 6 
ruinous retribution, Such was the gloomy 
prospect a year ago to day, 

But what a change has this one year 
wrought. How differently is this great curse 
of Slavery now regarded, If then, we should 
have been constrained to acknowledge that 
never before had Slavery been so strong; 
now we can gratefully affirm, with none to 
question the joyful truth, that. never before 
was Slavery so weak, Never since the foun- 
dation of the Government has there been 
such a wide-spread, intelligent, calm but de- 
termined hostility to Slavery as there is to- 
day through all our loyal States. Congress 
and the Goveinment have been disenthralled. 
Toe i'residentis no longer the obsequious 
slave of Slavery, Government patronage is 
no longer wielded to stifle the cry of outraged 
Freedom, and force upon a protecting people 
a Slave Constitution. ‘che air of Washing- 
ton is no longer poisonous with Southern 
malaria, Our Representatives can breathe it 
now, and still represent us, Abolitionist is 
no longer aterm of reproach, synonymous 
with fanatic; for this war has transformed us 
into a nation of abolitionists. Many of our 
inost prominent and influential men, and 
those tod who have heretofore been noted for 
their active and even bitter opposition to the 
anti slavery cause,have publicly taken ground 
in favor of the overthrow of the system, 
The change in this respect has been truly 
wonderful. Leading politicians who a year 
ago were regarded by all as ready to conceda 
almost everything to the South, openly fa- 
voring as the slaveholder’s right, the tolera- 
tion of Slavery through all the Free States, 
are now earnestly advocating the abvlition of 
Slavery by the strong hand of miljtury power, 

And the religious sentiment of the nation 
is undergoing a similar change, The N. ¥. 
Observer, which has probably done more than 
any other religious paper in the land, to im- 
pede the anti slavery movement, and give to 
the great Iniquity the shameful countenance 
of the church, has been brought in one of its 
recent issues to say, ‘Slavery is che great in- 
cubus on the energies and the peace of ths 


nation. It is a curse to the South anda 
curse tothe North. ‘I'he nation must be de- 
livered from it.’’ Surely there has been 


most wonderful progress since this rebeliion 
broke out, in the state of our public senti- 
ment in regard to Slavery. This avar has 
hastened by half a century at least, the wel- 
come day of our national deliverance from 
this great curse. And if so (and I see not 
how any intelligent observer of the times 
can doubt it,) then well may we rejoice and 
give thanks to-day, that God, in his wonder- 
working providence, has permitted the wick- 
edness of man in our day, as he did the mal- 
ice of Haman, so to vverleap and thwart it- 
self. And while penitently recognizing his 
retributive hand in the trials and dangers 
that surround us, still we may, and christian 
trust requires that we should, look through 
the judgment at the national blessings he is 
thus conferring. And however deeply we 
indy feel the present or fear the future, let 
not unbelief ever so get the mastery of our 
faith as to prevent our saying in the glad and 
contident spirit of the Psalmist, Let Mount 
Zion rejoice, let the daughters of Judah be 
glad because of thy judgments." 

But having thus considered some of the 
good which this war Aas already done, let us 
noW piss in the second pluce, tu examine wha¢ 
it promises to do.

thought he slaves ate so notoriously slack and 
th fdas, One is that the South has to such 
an extent a monopoly of the cotton market, 
which of course enables them to demand for 
their staple a much higher price than could 
otherwise be secured, The statistics for the 
year 1856 show that more than seven-eighths 
of all the cotton raised is grown in our South- 
ern States. ‘The other fact is that the man- 
ufacture of cotton fabrics has increased for 
the last thirty years far more rapidly than has 
the production of the raw material; so that 
the discrepancy between the supply and the 
demand has been increasing instead of dimin- 
ishing, These two facts of course keep the 
price of co ton far above what it would oth- 
erwise be and so make ite cultivation, even 
by the wasteful and costly system of slave- 
labor, exceedingly profitable, 

Now any measure which shall so increase 
the production of cotton in other lands than 
our own, a8 to take from the South the com- 
parative monopoly it hns so long enjoyed, will 
of course bring down the price of the raw 
material and so diminish the profitableness of 
its cultivation. And so soon as this point is 
reached the death«blow to slavery is struck, 
So reduce the price of cotton as to make it no 
longer profitable to grow it by slave labor 
and you make-it no longer profitable to hold 
slaves. And when the system ceases to be 
profitable, it has lost its vitality and must 
soon cease tu exist. 

And this is just what this war promises to 
do for us and the world. It promises to bless 
Africa, Australia, India, Brazil by so stimu- 
lating the cultivation of cotton in these and 
other lands adapted to its culture, as to in- 
fuse into them a new life and energy. The 
down-trodden laborers of these lands will 
have new fields of industry thrown open to 
them. Their trade will revive, ‘Their enter- 
prise will be cultivated. And they will grad- 
ually come to feel not only in their industrial 
pursuits and commercial intercourse, but in 
ull their social life, the quickening stimulus 
of one of the most extensive and profitable 
branches of trade that the world has ever 
known, 

And while thus blessing them, it will be at 
the same time conferring upon us one of the 
yreatest benefits we can ever receive, It will 
rid us of this dire curse of slavery. Let the 
war continue for three years and during that 
time no cotton-crop will be grown at the 
South, or if grown, it cannot be carried to 
the European market. ‘The only hope of its 
reaching there is through England’s breaking 
cur blockade, But not only has she given 
full assurance that she will not; but her ne- 
cessities forbid that she should, For much 
as she desires and needs our cotton, she needs 
our grain far more and famine lifts his skele- 
ton hand to warn her against the madness of 
& war with the land from which she obtains 
her food. Let then the cotton of our South- 
ern States be withheld for three years.mom 
the factories of England and France and what 
will be the result? Just this. Its cultiva- 
tion will be so stimulated in other cotton 
growing regions that ere the three years have 
passed, the European consumers will be en- 
tirely independent of our Southern States, 
The process has already begun. ‘The most 
atrenurous exertions are now being made to 
increase the cotton produce ol the East. And 
one of the leading English papers tells us that 
there is already a fair prospect that in one 
year or at most in two, they will be able to 
draw all the cotton they need from the Brit- 
ish possessions in India. So that if the war 
should last but three years and terminate then 
in the complete triumph of the South, they 
would find that while winning their triumph 
they hed been losing the market for their cot- 
ton. Europe would by that time be so abun- 
dantly supplied from other sources, that if 
the South would sell her cotton, she must put 
it at so low a price as would destroy the pro- 
titubleness of its cultivation by slave labor. 

Grant then that the rebels are to succeed 
in their wicked endeavor to destroy our Union 
and found a government on the basis of +la- 
very. Still their apparent success wil! be a 
real fuilure. ‘They will find at last when they 
«ome to raise their political superstructure, 
that the fuundation has crumbled 
When they come to seat their idol upon his 
thrown, they will tind that while they have 
been building that thrown, he has died of 
starvation, 

But the rebels are not to succeed in their 
mad undertaking. ‘This struggle is really be- 
tween Civilization and Barbarism, Christian- 
ity and Heathenism. 
his providence, has commanded the demon of 
slavery to come out of the victim it has so 
long tormented, and as so often happened in 
our Saviour's day, the unclean spirit is madly 
convulsing that victim as he leaves. But it 
is an impotent rage that merely shows the 
malignant spirit of the demcn. God's com- 
mand mes¢ be obeyed. Let us not fear the re- 
sult, **If God be for us,"’ and surely God 
és for us in this strife for government and law, 
for freedom and civilization,—* if God be for 
us, who can”’ successfully ‘+ be against us ?"’ 

{tis true the rebels have thus far had a 
partial success, so that the faith of some in 
our final triumph has begun to yive way. 
But instead of deploring our reverses and be- 
ing discauraged by them, we should rather 
recognize in them, as in the entire war, the 
hand of un all wise Providence. 
had not met them; if that disgraccful rout 
at Manassas had proved a complete yictory 
for the government, and our army had march- 
ed on triumphantly to Richmond; 
carecr in a Word, had from the outset been 
one of success; there would hive been fear- 
ful danger of the speedy sett.ement of the 
strife by some temporizing compromise. And 
xo the root of the evil would not have been 
reached, The struggle would not have con- 
tinued long enough for the overthrow of 5 a- 
very. Lut the reverses we hayé met haye so 
encouraged our enemies, 4nd so roused our 
people to a realization of the meaning and the 
greatness of the contest, that there is now 
much more hope than there would have been 
but for these reverses, that the soot of the diffi- 
culty will be reached, and sucha settlement of 
the strife be nade as will be indeed, a finality ; 
such a settlement as will never need to be it- 
self resettled, 

“And not only so, but these reverses have 
greatly strengthened our cause. ‘hey have 
called out new and most cheering manifesta- 
tions of energy. ‘They have roused the pub- 
lic spirit of the nation and made us, if possi- 
ble, more determined than ever, that this 
rebellion shall be crashed. They have com- 
pacted all the loyal states into a closer unity. 

‘hey have tested the spirit of the nation and 
so given us an increased confidence in our- 
telves and our final triumph, And thus in 
many ways, though apparent dirasters, they 
have proved reul benetits, 
timply a part of the training we needed to fit 
us for victory. They give us no reason to 
fear for the ultimate result, But on the con- 
trary, everything indicates the success of the 
government in its endeavor to re-establish its 
authority throughout the rebel State, 

And if this is to be the issue of the strife, 
the effect upon sluvery cannot be more favor- 
able than if the South should triumph. If 
no direct assault should be made upon the 
peculiar institution, yet so long as the war 
continues, the system is being gradually un- 
derminded, preparatory to its complete down- 
fall, Whichever party is to triumph, the 
blockade of the Southern ports, as I have 
already shown, is shutting out the cotton of 
the Bouth from the European marker and 
constraining England and France to look 
elsewhere for Ucir supply. And this will be 
a death- blow to slavery, 

But if the government triumphs, there will 
be not only this mode of abolishing the 

curse, but also another and more direct.

on every side. Indeed this process has al-| 
ready begun in the loyal states. Missouri has ; 
for years past been rapidly becoming a free 
State. Western Virginia which is to consti- | 
tute the new state of Kanawha, has already 
taken the first step in the same direction, | 
And the proposition has been introduced into 
the Kentucky Legislature to bring that noble 
State as speedily as practicable, into the ranks 
of Freedom. So that let the slaves of the 
rebels be confiscated and we may reasonably 
hope that not many years will pass ere we 
|can gratefully say that this is indeed the 
| land of the free’’ and the free alone. 

And the public sentiment of the country is 
rapiaiy coming not only to accept, but to de- 
mand, such an act of contiscation as one of 


the wisest and most necessary exercises of the | 
war-making power. Men are saying on every | 
side and saying with emphatt: earnestness 
too, ‘now that Providence has put within 
our reach such an opportunity for settling, 
once and forever, this question of slavery, let 
us seize the golden moment and free ourselves | 
from endless contention and strife, by freeing 
others from the yoke of bondage.” This, I 
say, is fast becoming the earnest voice not 
only of New England and the Northwest but 
even of the great Middle States. And though 
the government may seem sadly backward to 
take such decided ground upon this subject 
as true wisdom dictates, yet the pressure of 
public sentiment will ere long constrain it to 
hear and heed the demand of the people. 
And if the government takes this attitude to- 
ward slavery, proclaiming freedom to all the 
slaves of rebels, the doom of the system is 
made if possible stil! more certain. So that 
whatever may be the issue of the war, there | 
seems no possibility that slavery should es- | 
cape destruction. If the rebels triumph, sla- | 
very will be smothered to death by the block- 
ade. If the government triumphs, it will be 
both stifled by the blockade and crushed to 
death by the army. 

And if so, if we are indeed to be at length 
delivered from this gigantic crime and curse, 
which for so many years has bred alienation 
and strife between North and South; which} 
has so impaired our influence for good over} 
the other nations of the earth and has so de- | 
based our public sentiment at home; which} 
has so polluted our statute book, so prostitu- 
ted our politics, so corrupted our national | 
conscience and even our christianity; if this) 
great mill-stone of iniquity is at length to be| 
lifted from the nation that has so long groan. | 
ed under it; then as lovers of our country | 
and our race we will gladly hail the deliver- | 
ance which Providence sends us ; and though | 
it comes in the form of a retributive judgment, | 
yet seeing the blessing in the seeming curse, | 
we wi'l gratefully say with the Psalmist, 
** Let Mount Zion rejoice, let the daughters of | 
Judah be giad, because of thy judgments.” 

But again. The war promises to confer 
upon our land another and still richer bless- 
ing, than the simple overthrow of slavery, | 
It will not merely put an end to slave-labor ; | 
it will substitute free labor, overall the sunry 
ficlds of the South. It will take away the 
monopoly of the cotton market and so de-| 
stroy the profitableness of cotton-raising by | 
slave labor. But it wil) not unfit the South- | 
ern plantations for the growth ot cotton, nor| 
prevent its continued culture, But it will! 
entirely change the mode of cultivation, and} 
all the industrial habits of the people. For| 
after the war shall have closed the cotton- 
growers of the South will find that Egypt}! 
and Brazil, Africa and India can furnish the| 
article so abundantly and so cheaply, that, in| 
order to compete with them, the utmost en-|} 
terprise, energy, industry and thrift will} 
be absolutely necessary. ‘lhe notorious! 
shiftlessness of the slave must give way to the! 
intelligent tact of the freeman. The heavy} 
and clumsy hoe must be laid aside for the} 
most improved plow and cultivator, The} 
indolence of the unpaid bondman will no! 
longer answer. His soul must be roused by 
the consciousness of freedom and all his ener- 
gies stimulated by equitable wages. The 
planter will find that he can no longer afford 
to lay out two thirds of his capital in the 
purchase of his laborers, ‘'hey “must own 
|themselves. ‘Ihe foreign competition with 
which he will be obliged to contend will con- 
| strain him to employ his capital in the most 
economical manner possible; in the purchase 
}of labor-saving machinery, in the most 
jthorough and intelligent cultivation of the, 
soil. And employ.is and employed must all 
|learn such lessons of for.thought, enterprise, 
jeconomy, industry; as the South has never yet 
jlearned; such lessons however as have in 
|great neasure, made the difference between 
| Massachusetts and Virginia, between the 
the Southwest. And when 
ithe South comes thoroughly to learn these 
lessons it will be socially regenerated, It) 
will no longer hold that most pernicious lie! 
which slavery has taught, that labor is dis- 
}graceful, It will then see and acknowledge 
| the farmer and the mechanic are the manu- 
facturers of all true national prosperity, The 
| honest laborer will no longer be despised and | 
| practically excluded from the South, but 
| welcomed and respected, And so the tides 
}of foreign emigration, which hitherto have so | 
| shunned the regions of slavery and have built | 
up such maginificent states through our 
| Northwest, will turn to the more attractive 
clime of the South. Her population will} 
rapidly inerease. Her resources will be en- 
ergetically developed, Iler soil will be no 
longer so wastefully tilled as to be ina few 
years exhausted, Her mineral wealth will be 
no longer allowed to sleep undisturbed where 
it has slept since the creation. Her streams 
|will no longer flow on unchecked to the 
ocean, but enterprising freemen will make 
them pause in their career, to turn many @ 
mill-wheel, and keep thousands of busy spin- 
dles ut work. Her swamps will be drained 
and transformed into fertile farms. er 
forest tress will be felled and turned into 
shipping. And so all through the South 
where slavery has left the impress of its! 
cloyen hoof in the improvidence and decuy 
everywhere visible, there will be found ee} 
long, the energy, and earnestness which have 
made our western wilderness to bud aad

We shall be bound indissolubly | 
together not merely by a common constitution 
which treason may at any time trample under 
foot; not merely by multiplied railroads and | 
navigable rivers; but by a felt unity of in-| 
terests, of sympathies, of historic recollections 
and social customs. We shall be united then | 
never been before, because we 
shall de then as we never yet have, one people 

in political faith and social practice. From) 
the Atlantic to the Pacific and from the Galf 
of Mexico to the lakes we shall be disciples of 
Republicanism, receiving the great truth of | 
civil equality of all men as the heart of our 

nationality, the corner-stone of our political 

fabric. 

And if such is to be the result of the war, 
remote though that result may nuw appear to 


be,then well may we rejoice and give thanks to-

Let us then cultivate a cheerful confidence 
in the wisdom and goodness of that provi- 
dence which has so peculiarly blessed this 
nation through its whole history.
